No. 1841. — An examinat'on for the selection of cadets 
for entry to the permanent cadre of the commissioned 
ranks of the ltoyal Indian Nevy will be held in Delhi on 
Monday, the 18th October 1947 and subsequent days. The 
examination will be conducted by the Federal Publ.o Ser* 
vice Comm ssion. 

2. i'he maximum number of vacancies to be filled up 
as u result of this and a special examination of cadets of 
the I.M.M T.S. Dufferin also to be hold in October 
1947, will be 8 as shown below: —

Supply & Secretariat . . - 

The number of vacancies allotted to different Branches 
la subject to alteration and candidates should show in the 
application iorm the order of their preference for all three 
Branches — Execut-ve, Engineering and Supply and Secre- 
tariat — if they wish to compete for more than one Branch. 

8. Candidates who qualify at the written examination 
will be required to stppear before a Services Selection 
Board, which wll make recommendations to the Govern- 
ment ,of India for the final selection of cadets for appoint- 
ment to the vacancies offered at the examination- 

4. Candidates for admission to the Roval Indian Navy 
examination must have been bom not earlier thnn the 2nd 
May 1928 and not later than the 1st May 1930. The 
age limits can in no oase be relaxed. 

6. Particulars relat'ng to educational qualifications and 
subjects prescribed for the examination ore stated in the 
rules prescribed for the examination, and published in 
the Defence Department Besolution No. 1842, dated the 
12th July 1947. 

6. A candidate who desires to appear at the examiunt on 
is reqmred to submit h’s nppl cation in the pr 'scribed form 
with the necessnrv documents 'n accord nuce with the 
“Inetrurtiotis to Candidates regarding the filling un and 
submission of applications”. Applications must venoh the 
Federal Public Service CommisRon direct on or before the 
23rd August 1917. Copies of the Buies and the Anplioa 
tion form. etc., may he obtained direct from the Secre- 
tary, Federal Pubi c Service Commission, Rimln. 

The fact thnt an applicat'on form has been supplied on 
a particular date will not be aooepted as an excuse for the 
late submission of nu applcntion. fnndidntes who dr-lav 
their requests for forms until a late date will do so at 
their own risk. 

7. Candidates who nre already in Ooverrufent. service, 
may Compete at the examination, provided thlff they fulfil 
all the conditions mentioned in the Buies. '^rtnl'entions 
from candidates m Government service w wether em- 
ployed in a permanent o- temporary ennneitv most be 
submit) i d through the "Head of the Department or office 
itoncemed. 

NoItf 1 — If rmv cand'dnte who has npn1'°d for a ad ru's- 
sion to the examinnUon held in .Tune 1947, for entry In 


the Bo^ul Indian Navy, wishes to appear et the examina- 
tion to be held in October 1947, he must aubmit 
h s application by the prescribed date without waiting for 
the results of the former examination. If he is success- 
ful, his candidature for the October examination will bn 
cancelled.

Buies for the grant of Bombay Govt, scholarship are 
contained in their Besolution No. 6G75-E., dated 28rd 
May 1947.

Candidates will have to appear at an 
examination, ulueh will he held bv the Federal Public 
bervice Commission on the 13th October 1947 and subse- 
quent days. Those who qualify Ht the written examina- 
t on wll be required to appear before a Services Se’eetion 
Board which wdl make recommendations for the final 
selection of cadets, 

BULES 

1. (i) A candidate for selection shall apply to be 
admitted to the examination before such date and In sueh 
form ns the Federal Public Rerviee Commission may pum 
sonbe The application shall bn made direct in the 
Federal Public Rervice Commission, Simla. 

(n) A candidate who is in permanent or temporary 
Government service shall apply to the Commssion for 
admisyon to the exam nation through the TTead ’of his

2. A candidate must be an unmurried man and either — 

(a) a British subject of Indian dom.cile or descent, or 

(b) a Ru.er or a subject of an Indian State or a British 
protected person of the tribal areas. 

B. A candidate must furnish u declaration from his 
father or guard an, in the form prescribed thut the latter 
in in a posit.on, and will be prepared to discharge the 
financial obligations attaehmg to the candidate's training 
for appo.ntnient to the Royal Indian Navy. Shou’d it 
be found that the dec'arution in regard to discharge of 
financial obligations during the period of training is false 
in any respect, the candidate will be liable to immediate 
removal. 

Note. — The Parents’ -hare of cost of training amounts 
to £116. This is meant to meet the private expenditure 
of cadets on vacation expenses of £80 (@ £20 per annum) 
plus private allowance for first year only ot £136, together 
totalling £116. The a hole amount need not be deposited 
in advance but purents/guardians are to make satisfactory 
arrangements for this payment to be made. It may 
further be noted that £110 s not a firm figure but an 
approximation of tho expenditure likely to bo incurred on 
the two items mentioned. 

4. The maximum number of candidates to be admitted 
to the examination may in the discretion of the Governor 
General in Council, be limited to such number as the 
Governor General in Council may decide. If a Lmit is 
imposed and the number of cund dates exceeds that limit, 
the Federal Public Service Commission shall select from 
among the applicants those who shall be admitted to the 
examination and shall have regard in so doing to the 
suitabilitv of the appl'onnts for employment as commis- 
sioned officers in the Royal Indian Navy. 

5. A candidate must have passed — > 

(a) the Matriculation Examination of a recognised 
Indian University; or 

(b) an examination accepted by any such Un'versity as 
equivalent to a Matriculation Examination for the purpose 
of admission to a University course; or 

(Chjthe Cambridge School Certificate Examination; or 

(d) any other examination wh cli may be recognised by 
the Federal Public Service Commission as equivalent to 
the above. 

or must possess one of the following certificates: — 

(e) the Indian Army Special Certificate of Education, 
or 

(f) the Certificate issued by the Inter-Provincial Board 
for Anglo-Ind an und European Education to 9th Standard 
students who join the Forces; or 

(g) the Higher Educational Test of the Royal Indian 
Navy; or 

(h) the Higher Secondary Technical Examination Certi- 
ficate of the Delhi Polytechnic; or 

(i) the 10th class certificate from a Higher Secondary 
School in Delhi/ S mitt and must have been adm tted to 
the 11th Class in such a school; 

(j) Junior examination of the Juiniu Mi Ilia Islumiu, 
Delhi, m the case of a bona fide resident student of the 

Jamia only. 

"‘6. A candidate for this examination must have been 
born not eurher than the 2nd May 1928 and not later than 
the 1st May 1930. 

7. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily 
health and free from any physical defect likely to interfere 
with the efficient performance of the duties of a commis- 
sioned officer in the Royal Indian Navy. Only successful 
candidates w 11 be medical'y examined. A candidate, 
who, after examination by a Medical Board, is found not 
to satisfy these requirements, will not be accepted for 
admission to the Service. 

Noth. Candidates are recommended to consult a Govern- 

ment medical officer of the standing of a Civ'l Surgeon 
os to their physical suitability before entering for the 
examination. 


8. A candidate must sutisiy the Federal Public Service 
Commission that he is suitable in all respects for employ- 
ment as a comniiss oned officer in the Royal Indian Navy. 

9. The decision of the Federal Public Service Commis- 
sion as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candidate shall 
be final, 

10. No cand date shall be admitted to the examination 
unless he ho ds a certificate of admission from the Federal 
Public Serv ce Commission, 

11. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to enlist 
support for h b application will disqualify him for admis- 
sion to the Royal Indian Navy, 

12. The candidates must pay the following fee: — , 

A consolidated application and examination fee of 
Rb. 37-8-0 w th the upjilication, 

(A Treasury Rece pt or crossed postal orders only for 
this amount wil’ be accepted by the Federul Public Service 
Commihsion. The Commission cannot accept the fee in 
cash or cheques.) 

No claim tor a re '"und of th e fee will ordinarily be 
entertain*. d, nor cun th s be held in reserve fur any other 
examination. A refund of Its. 30 will, however, be allowed 
to a eundidate who has paid the consolidated feu of Rs. 
87-8-0 but who is not udm.tted to the examinat.on by the 
Commission.

All candidates must offer English, General Knowledge 
and Lower Mathematics and must pass in Loiver Mathe- 
matics, cand dates for Executive and Eng ueeriug 
Iiiunclius musL uiso oiler and pass in Physics-pu.s-Liiemist- 
ry. Candidates for Executive und Engineering u ranches 
must oiler unc ot the subjects from u to 9 a*- un uptiona 
subject. Candidates for the Supply und Secretariat 
Branch must offer two of the subjects from 4 to 9 as 
optional subjects. 

14. In order to qualify in the written examination — • 

(a) candidates for Executive and Engineering Branches 
must ol tum In murks each in Lower Matnemauics and 
Physics-plus-Chemistry and 630 murks in all the subjects 
taken together. 

(b) candidates for the Supply and Secretariat Branch 
must obtain 75 marks m Lower Mathematics and 63P 
marks m all the subjects taken together. 

15. From the marks ass gned to candidates in each 
subject such deduction will be mude as the Federal Pub 
lie Service Commission may consider nejjowsarv in odrei 
to secure thul no credit is allowed for merely superficia 
knowledge. 

16. Deductions for handwriting which is at all difficult 
to read will be made up to 20 per cent, of the nmximun 
marks for the written subjects. In English, and in every 
other subject, deductions for bad Engl sh spelling will bt 
made up to 10 per cent, of the tnax mum marks. 

17. The Federal Public Service Commission shall pre 
pare a list- of candidates in order of their merit as dis 
closed by the aggregate marks awarded to each candidat 
at the written examination. The candidates who obtaii 
qua'ifying marks at the Written examination shall appea 
before a Services Selection Board which will make reoom 
mendations for the final selection of cadets.
